Falling Prices

F e\ery one who has anything to sell and every one who has 
anything to buv knew how far and how rapidly prices were 


to drop the present hesitation m business and industry (to use 
an agreeable word for an unpleasant fact) would end immedi- 
ately. It continues largely because there is a content between 
the buyer and the seller, in which the seller is getting the worst 
of it, but will not give in. 
. 
The closing down, or partial suspension, of factory WOTK 


is an attempt, sometimes forced upon the manufacturer, some- 
times not, to create a scarcity and so bring prices ba,ck to a 
profitable level, or prevent them from falling to a ruinous level 
The difficulty is in knowing how far prices will fall in spite ol 
this resistance 
If price movements cannot be foreseen nobody 


can plan far ahead and the whole business organism tends to 
live from hand to mouth. 
As there has never been a war so huge and costly as tne 


world war of 1914-18, there is no full-length measure by which 
the probable movement of prices can be estimated 
But tn« 


American civil war cost the United States much more, piopor- 
tionately, than the w orld war, and the subsequent price move- 
ments have ?ome bearing on the present situation. It is worth 
while to recall a tabular summary oC these movements which 
was published some months ago 
If prices and wag<vs in gold
